ads. As all men know, Gloucester is 
the greatest fishing port in the West- 
ern hemisphere, if not in the whole 
world. From the time of its settie- 


in search of the finny treasures of the 
deep. Some of these vessels are absent 
from port for months at a time, before 
they return laden deep with the spoils 
of the trip. Others, engaged in differ- 
ent branches of the deep-sea fisheries, 
are out for only a few days at a stretch. 
In mackerel fishery, vessels have been 
known to catch as high as a tho 
barrels in two or three days, with 
enormous profit to owners and crews. 
Also sends out a large fleet 
of handsome fishing crafts, and other 
New England ports are likewise en- 
gaged in the industry, but Gloucester 
is headquarters.

A PACIFIC GLOUCESTER. 
Experts say that no better base for 
the operation of a large fleet of modern 
fishing vessels could be found than San 
Pedro, the natural advantages of which 
port are now being so well developed by 
government and private enterprise. 
The establishment of the deep-sea fish- 
ing industry on a commercial basis at 
San Pedro, they claim, would mean 
much more to the place than mere em- 
ployment for the crews who would man 
the vessels, because the acquisition of 
a fleet of modern fishing vessels would 
necessarily be followed by the building 
of wharves and packing plants, the con- 
struction of such incidental industries 
as marine railways, the establishment 
of sailmaking io outfitting firms, 
block shops, shipbuilding yards, galvan- 
ising plants, glue and fertilizer facories, 
to utilize the offal and waste parts 


of the fish: ice-making plants, spar 
yards, net and seine factories, box

The comparative 
immunity of Pacific water from these 
hindrances constitutes in itself a great 
advantage over North Atlantic condi- 
tions. During the past few years Glou- 
cester fishermen have migrated in con- 
siderable numbers to Galveston and 
Mobile, at both of which. ports a profit- 
able fishing industry is being t up. 
The skilled fishers readily impart to 
others the knowledge necessary for 
proficiency in the industry, and crews 
are soon readily obtainabie.”’ 


It was in the strenuous school of the 
Gloucester fisheries that Capt. Sol Ja- 
cobs, a native of icebound Newfound- 
land, received his training and made 
his mark in the history of the New 
England fisheries. His life has been a 
checker d one. He has made and lost 
several iortunes. For more than twenty 
years he has more than held his own 
with all comers, and the coveted honor 
of “high line of the fleet has been his 
season after season. 

For many years Jacobe has 
owned the vessels which he has va- 
riously commanded, and in favorable 
seasons he has caught as high as $50,000 
worth of fish. As the New England fsh- 
erles are conducted ona cooperative 
basis. one-half of the proceeds of the 
catch is equally divided among the 
crew, and the remaining half goes to 
the owner. The crew part of the 
expenses of the outfitting, but the ves- 
sel.owner bears the major share. 

Vessels that catch from $15,000 to $20, - 
000 worth of fish in a year make money 
for their owners and crews, so Capt. 
Jacobs, in the quarter-century that he 
has been making “high-line stocks,” 
has wrested a pile of wealth from the 
sea. Now he is co g whether to 
transfer his luck and his prowess to 
this milder and sunnier Coast. 

EYES TURN TO LOS ANGELES. 

It is also of interest to note that 
Loring B. Haskell, formerly a promi- 
nent owner of fishing vessels at Glou- 
cester, is also to make his home in 
Southern California, being now about 
to start for Los Angeles with his fam- 
ily. It is suggested that he may find the 
geld here sufficiently encouraging to 
enter the fishing industry. 

Another who would be of value in the 
establishment of such an enterprise is 
Lawrence Jensen of Gloucester, ship- 
builder, who will also shortly be en 
route to California. He is well known 
in marine circles as designer and 
builder of La Rita, the Chicago winner 
of the Lipton trophy for small yachts. 
Mr. Jensen has di of his ship- 
building yard at Gloucester and pro- 
poses to locate at some point on the 
coast in this vicinity. He visited this 
section about a year ago, and thinks 
there is a good field here for develop- 
ment in his line. 

Arthur Jacobs, a son of Jacobs, 
is now on this Coast making inquiries 
and observing local conditions for his 
father’s benefit. The gradual decadence 
of the New England mackerel fishery is 
the motive that is prompting Capt. Ja. 
cobs to seek a new sphere of operations.

Only once did the Hungarian branch 
of the Stoessel family receive news

vices, from Russian sources, are con- 
firmatory of the earlier reports. Wheth- 
er the Japanese will be able to follow 
up their successes, so as to turn the 
victory of the moment into a serious 
defeat for the Russian arms, ¢annot 
be stated with any degree of certainty. 
Dispatches from the scene of conflict 
are proverbially unreliable, and to 
know the exact truth we must await 
later and more te reports. 

This morning’s dispatches indicate 
that Kouropatkin has met with «a 
crushing defeat, but he is doggedly 
contesting his retreat, meh by mch. to 
save his army from utter rout. Field 
Marshal Oyama estimates the Russian 
losses at 30,000, but thie estimate, com- 
ing from such a source, may be wide 
of the mark. 

This great battle, when the historian 
shall have written ite record, will be 
catalogued as one of the bloodiest and 
most stubbornly contested batties of 
history. On both sides have been 
shown the highest qualities of cougage. 
Neither Russian nor Jap can justly be 
disparaged on this scofe. The fighting 
on both sides was of a kind seldom sur- 
passed for desperation and tenacity. 

But this desperate battle is not de- 
cisive of the war. It indicates, rather, 
a long continuance of the war. In such 
& strugele, unless the great world- 
powers should intervene to stop it 
(which might serve t6 extend ther 
than to restrict the zone of hostilities,) 
the belligerent havi the largest 
resources will de certain ot final vie- 
tory. In the matter of resources, Rus- 
fin has a vast advantage over Japan. 
Every great battle like that below 
Mukden makes a heavy drain upon 
both belligerents; but of necessity the 
drain is most serious upon the smaller 
power. Even it the Russians should be 
forced. to retire to Harbin—a contin- 
gency which is not probable—they could 
there prepare for ahother campaign to 
the southwest with an army, in num- 
bers and equipment treble the forte) 
engaged in the present campaign. in a 
few months, or at most in the early 
spring, they could hurl a force against 
the Japanese which would sweep all 
before it, which could recapture Port 
Arthur it that stronghold should fan 
in the present conflict. 
There ise no doubt, now, that Russia 
greatly underestimated the task before 
her when the first distinct rumd of 
war were heard. To some extent Rus- 
Mas unpreparedness for war was her 
own fault, for it was an open secret 
that Japan began preparing for the 
struggle some years ago (soon after the 
Japan-China war,) and had kept up the 
preparation without cessation down to 
the opening of the pending struggle. 

There were many great and san- 


‘| guinary battles in our Civil War before 


the peace of Appomattox. The North 
won chiefly because of its superior 
resources. By the Same token Russia 
will eventually win in the present 
strugglé, though she may have her Bull 
Rune and Chancellorévilies before the 
dawn of final victory.

jectile it uses up 270 pounds of powder. 
The machinery which enables this 
“peace-miakér” to raise itself and 
“peek” over the fort long enough to 
belch forth a 1000-pound she)! and then 
“duck” back again is a marvel of in- 
genious mechanism, working so 
smoothly that it is under the absolute 
control of one man. ear it is a 6- 
inch rapid-fire disappearing gun which 
pokes its nose over the fort in the same 
fashion, tosses a shell nine miles, and 
then drops back again out of sight of 
the enemy. 

Returning to the Government Ruild- 
ing, we made a tour of inspection of 
the beautiful model of the battleship 
Missouri which is one-eighth the size 
of the original. All its compartments 
and armament are complete in every 
detail, the real guns of the navy be- 
ing used. A séction of an armor- 
piercing naval gun is shown, the orig- 
inal of which cost $53,000, and which 
uses up $600 worth of material every 
time it is discharged: Uncle Sam also 
exhibits perfect models of all the bat- 
tleships and cruisers in the navy. 

In this bulldine is the exhibit of the 
Smithsonian Institution and the National 
Museum, which Includes specimens of 
nearly the entire animal kingdom.

Canada’s Trade With the United Stats. 


“Give me some idea of your trade with the United

“We are doing more business with the United States 
than with Great Britain,” said he commissioner from 
Canada. “Our trade with you last year amounted to 
more than $216,000,000. It was more than two-fifths of 
our foreign trade. Of this our American sales footed up 
about $72,000,099, and yours to us over twice that. Ona 
per capita basis you annually seil us an average of more 
than $20, or more than $120 per family. Of course, the 
goods do not absolutely amount to anything like that 
per family, as a great part of them is composed of ra 
‘materials which we used in manufactures.” 


Canada’s New Tariff. 


The conversation here turned to Canada’s new tariff 
laws, which are now about to be put into force. Mr. 
Hutchinson said: 


“Canada is now enact‘ng, or rather is about to enforce, 
some new laws as to her foreign trade She does not 
propose to be the dumping ground of the factories of 
the foreign nations, the place where they can ship their 
surplus and sell it at lower prices than they are asking 
at home. We do not consider this fair to our own fac- 
tories. We propose that such goods shall be kept out of 
the country or admitted on such conditions that they 
will not have an advantage over our home products. As 
it is now your factories here will sell goods to Ameri- 
cans at high prices through the trusts or tariffs, and 
then dump their surplus into Canada and sell it at a 
little above cost. No country can build up a manufaciur- 
ing industry under such conditions, 


Hew Canadas Taxee Great Britain. 


“Again,” continued the World's Fair Commissioner for 
Canada, “we are guarding ourselves from Europe in the 
tame way. We have, you know, a preferential tariff 
with Great Britain azd the colonists, by which the goods 
sent from such places have a discount of 33 per cent. 
We find that the German and other continental exporters 
are sending their goods into England and are having 
them repacked there and reshipped to Canada as Eng- 
lish goods. We don't propose to stand that either.”

In company with Mr. Hutchinson, I took a walk 
through some of the Canadian departments at the expo- 
sition here. That country has one of the best of the for- 
eign exhibits, and best arranged. The grain interests 
are well displayed, as are also fish, game, fruits and 
minerals. Canada is now shipping vast quantities of ap- 
ples to Engiand; it 18 raising tons upon tons of honey 
for export, and its woods and wood pulp products are 
among the greatest of the world. Its mineral display is 
especially fine, showing in vast quantities those special- 
tiles for which the country is noted. Said Mr. Hutchin- 

son as we walked through the Canadian division of the 


mining building: 
Fortunes in Asbestos and Nickel. 


“See those piles of asbestos; that is a great product 
of my country. We have the best and richest asbestos 
on earth, and we are furnishing 90 per cent. of the 
world's supply. That pile of ore further on is nickel;

specialties, for we supply 50 per cent. of all used by 
man.

FUN FOR THE ANIMALS. 


TELEGRAPH LINES IN Britisn EAst AFRICA 
OPEN UP A NEW FORM Or DIVERSION. 


[New York Sun:] The anima! kingdom in British 
East Africa looks upon the 2190 miles of telegraph wire 
strung throug? that region as an innovation to be uti!- 
ized. The wires arouse curiosity and stimulate experi- 
mentation. A number of genera and no end of species 
are trying to find the adaptation of the telegraph to their 
special purposes; and so the routine of the telegraph 
business Is more or less crowded with incidents of an 
unusual character, some of which are mentioned in the 
latest official report. This speaks of monkeys as incor- 
rigible. Many of them have been shot and thousands 
frightened, but they cannot get over the idea that the 
wires are merely a new facility for their athletic per- 
formances in mid-air. They have ceased to pay much 
attention to the locomotive, ahd even the shrieks of ibe 
whistle are not permitted to interfere much with the 
fun of swinging on the wire. Three wires are strung on 
the same line of poles for 584 miles between the Indian 
Ocean and Victoria Nyanza, giving an opportunity for 
more complicated performances. The Kikuyu forest is 
mentioned as a place where monkeys, in their evolu- 
tions, sometimes succeed in twisting the wires together. 

The gentle giraffe is also a source of annoyance. lie 
sometimes applies enough muscular energy to the 
bracket on which the wire is fastened to twist it around, 
stretching the wire and causing it to foul with other 
wires. The hippopotamus is also a nuisance, because 
he rubs up against the poles and sometimes khocks them

Thievery was the greatest evil with which the telegrag 
builders had to contend and the evil has only recently 
been suppressed. When the copper wire was stretched 
through the Usoga 
country, the natives cut out considerable lengths of it: 
and at one time about forty miles of wire were carried 
away and never recovered. Passing caravans found aiso 
that they could help themselves along the way by cutting 
the wire and using it in the barter trade. The tempia- 
tion was great, and not always resisted; for wire would 
buy anything the natives had to sell. A great deal of 
energy was expended in stamping out wire-stealing, and 


it now seems to be a thing of the past. 


Fifty-nine offices are receiving and sending telegrams 


in British Bast Africa and Uganda. Wires connect the 
sea coast with Albert Nyanza, where Emin Pasha was 80 
long cut off from the world by the Mahdists. Telephone 
messages are constantly being sent between Mombasa on 
the coast and Nairobi, 328 miles inland, and the tee 
graph business last year amounted to 42,759 messages.

A Pilgrimage to Nikko. 


Wuoso Has Not SEEN THIS HOLY 
: PLACE May Nort Say “KEKKo.”

F you should happen to be traveling in Japan, and 
in conversing with a native say to him, “I have seen 
Japan and it is most beautiful,” then perhaps the

native would question you and say, But have you seen 


Nikko?” And if you should say not, then he would re- 
ply, “Sir, among us a tradition runs that ‘he who has 
not seen Nikko cannot say ‘Kekko,’ which in our 
tongue means that unless a man has seen Nikko he has 
no right to use that phrase ‘most beautiful.“ 

Nikko is the Mecca of the Buddhists in Japan. To 
die and not have seen it is loss irreparable. And so it 
is the wish of each and every soul to make that pil- 
grimage. 

Let us make it and approach, not as the Philistine 


foreigner, lounging in the compartment of a rattliag, |

The road runs slowly upward till finally we come 
from out these seemingly endless trees and find our- 
selves in a flood of sunshine, our rikishas rattling over 
the uneven road of a village street. Low, open houses 
string along on either side, and sliding doors, panele 1 
in small rice-paper squares, are pushed back so far «as 
to leave each interior entirely open. As we jog un- 
evenly along we get * glimpse of neatly-matted floors. 
Shining woodwork and hanging, unrolled scrolls, de- 
picting a landscape or perhaps a seated golden Buddha. 
Women, their black, shiny hair done high upon their 
heads, go about their work with that little forward tro 
peculiar to their race. A few bear children on their 
backs, and some lean over charcoal braziers warminc 
their small, brown hands. To the left of the road is a 
fur shop, where an old dame sits, smiling and bowing 
to us, expectant of a purchase, while a man across 
way, from a house weil stocked with curios, asks 
in broken English please to enter. And here 
way we meet a group of children fresh 
gesticulating and calling shrilly to ‘each 
of them entirely unconscious of the small 
sisters whose heads appear above a bundle 
backs. Each one holds in a chubby fist a pile 
board discs, bearing on one side the colored picture of 
some Japanese emperor or general.

OETS sing not of skunks; artists seek not to im- 
mortalize them with brush; children scorn them for 
playmates, while other species of humanity avoid 
them as they would avoid ghosts and hobgoblins and 
flery serpents. If a person having no knowledge of 
its peculiar accomplishments should meet one of these 
animals in wood or fleid, he would undoubtedly be en-

[Chicago Chronicle:] Lord Kitchener, who is now 
commanding the British army in India, has a remark- 
able knack of picking up foreign languages and native 
dialects. In Egypt he proved himself able to learn the 
local dialects of the fellaheen within a few months.

sweeping aside all opposition and literally wiping the 
party of emigrants out of existence! Another para- 
graph had been added in crimson characters to the his- 
tory of the frontier, another story of martyrdom in the 
great conquest of the western empire had been told. 

Now it so happened that among the little party was 
the wife of a young army officer then stationed at a 
frontier outpost farther westward, who was on her 
way to join her husband at the fort. This fact was 
the root and beginning of the fearful tragedy follow- 
ing the massacre of the Blackwater, and was destined 
to chagge, the whole after-history of that ghastly deed 
of redgkin hatred. 
The young officer, Lieut. Bradford Winterfield, antic- 
ipating the arrival of the wagon train, had secured leave 
of absence for a few days and started out to meet the 
cavalcade, a good rifle and belt of ammunition upon his 
person and a good, swift-footed horse under him. 

Before reaching the Blackwater he saw but few signs 
of marauding Indians, and his heart beat high with 
joy and the anticipation of soon meeting his beloved 
wife again. But all at once he reined his horse quickly

to a halt, and, leaning from his saddle, read upon the 
smooth earth the signs of a large war party of savages 
having passed there but a day or two before 


A fearful dread clutched at his heart, and as he rode 
on down the slope toward the creek something appear- 
ing like a dim, dak blot upon the bank of the stream 
caused a strange mist to gather over his vision. It was 
the charred temains of the ill-fated prairie schooners, 
and the silent.forms of the slain emigrants. i 

Like a man in a dream the soldier sprang from hi« 
horse and began searching wildly among the ruins. 
Suddenly he feil upon his knees beside the form of a 
woman, scalpless and mutilated, like all the other vic- 
tims of that fearful massacre. 

He had come too late! a : 

With a groan of heart-rending anguish he fell un- 
conscious across the silent remains of the one whom he 
had come so far to meet. 

When he awoke from his swoon his faithful horse 
was standing over him, whinnying pathetically, and 
telling in his dumb way that he was mourning his mas- 
ter as dead.

Something like ten days afterward a band of about 
ninety Sioux warriors halted for the night in a wild ra- 
vine at the head of a small valley lying at the southern 
extremity of the Black Hills. It was a sheltered, se- 
cluded spot, and a spring of pure water bubbled from 
the rocks at the foot of the hillside. For years it had 
been a favorite camping place for roving bands of red - 
skins, and they felt as safe within the secluded walls 
of the little cafion as though surrounded by the walls 
of a granite fort. The valley had not then received 
the name it bears today. ä 

The bottom of the valley was smooth and hard, 
fringed with little clumps of willow and cottonwood, 
and with odd patches of prickly-pear cactus scattered 
about here and there. The walls, however, were rugged 
and boulder-strewn, some of the huge rocks seeming to 
hang bodily in space overhead. 

As the Indians entered the valley they might have 
seen, far off to the westward upon the summit of a 
ridge, a small, irregular speck against the setting sun.

with the speed of a cannon ball into the bed of the 
cafion. 

Lieut. Winterfield had sent upon them a most star- 
tling and terrible retribution for their bloody work a‘ 
the Blackwater and the death of his cherished wife.

At Sea With Paderewski. 


EVEN WHEN TRAVELING HE Prac- 


TICES Four Hours a Day. 
From Tit-Bits. 
URING one of the many trips which I have made 
between Liverpool and New York, remarked a 
well-seasoned traveler to the writer recently, it was 
my privilege to be a passenger on board the Ocean‘c 
with M. Paderewski, the famous Polish pianist. 

I remember the first time I addressed him was as ke 
lay in his deck-chair smoking a cigar, and to all ap- 
pearances enjoying a thoroughly lazy hour. I ap- 
proached his manager and begged that he would intro- 
duce me, whereupon this gentleman, a foreigner, shrug- 
ged his shoulders and said, “No necessity, my dear sir; 
no necessity, I assure you. Just walk up to him, and 
M. Paderewski will be only too pleased to converse with 
you.” | 

I did as he suggested, and the wizard of the piano im- 
mediately broke into an animated conversation on gen- 
eral topics, and, as I studiously avoided all reference ‘o 
his profession, we got on very well. I afterward dis- 
covered that there is nothing Paderewski dislikes more 
than talking on-the subject of his composing or playing, | 
and for this reason objects strongly to the interviewer. 

Paderewski had a piano in his cabin, and on this ‘a- 
strument he invariably practiced from four to five hours 
every day while we were at sea. Some of the passengers 
would creep up to his door and remain there listening, 


In regard to his piano, rather a curious accident hap- 
pened when we had been about two days out. The in- 


tricks and afterward took a hand in a game of euchre. 
He always declined to play poker, 
in any gambling. He was the quickest man to learn a 
new card game that I have yet met. one lesson generally 
being sufficient to enable him to thoroughly grasp its 
principles, however intricate. 

During the voyage one of the lady passengers got up 
a concert and, with some temerity, approached Paderew- 
ski and asked him if he would play a couple of pieces. 
He acquiesced at once, saying he would be delighted. 


which he declined, saying that such sentiment was re- 
served for the ladies only, but that he would give them 
something much more to their taste and much more 
valuable. He asked us all to follow him to the smokinz- 
room, which we did, and he then stood us each a drink 
| of whatever we liked to order. 

One day while promenading the deck “accompanied” 
by the pianist, and having become sufficieritly acquainted 
with him to propound a somewhat personal question, 
I asked him if it was absolutely necessary that he should 
practice every day, seeing that he had become such an 
absolute master of the keys. With a smile he replied 
that if he should leave off practicing for one day the 
next time he played he would notice it. If he left off for 
two days his manager would notice it, and if he left 
off for three days the public would notice it. In what- 
ever situation he has been placed he has always man- 
aged to put in at least four hours a day, and even when 
traveling in America he had his piano on board the train 
in a private car, where he was able to “manipulate” n 
keys to his heart's content and without any fear of being 
disturbed. 

Mme. Paderewski was aiso on board—a quict, pleas 
ant woman aud a great admirer of her husband. She 
told me that in his own part of the world Paderewski 
was looked upon almost as a saint. He is remarkabiv 
charitable, and makes it part of his business to ferret 
out deserving cases of poverty and, in as quiet a way as 
possible, to relieve them. In many Instances in whicn 
her husband had been the means of relieving distress 
she had become acquainted with the circumstances in 4% 
roundabout way, the pianist having omitted to tell her. 
During the voyage her husband's hair was K of 
a worry to Mme. Padcrewski, for, owing to the p- 
ness of the atmosphere and the ozone, it would not stand 
out in that wonderful aureole to which concert-goers 
are accustomed. It hung as lank and lifeless as a wet 
mop, and certainly took somewhat from the Pole's pic- 
turesque appearance. However, he is apparently quite 
free from conceit, and the fact that his hair was not 
looking its best appeared to trouble him very little. 

At the last dinner on board, when there was a special 
menu and buttonholes for everyone, the ladies at the 
captain’s table, where, of course, Paderewski also sat, 
begged the pianist to autograph their menus for them. 
This he did with a fountain pen and while sitting at tke 
table, in all cases adding a few bars of music or an apt 
sentence. Again the men asked him to do the same for 
them, and again he declined, in a good-humored way, 
saying once more that such sentiment was a privilege of 
the ladies only. At New York, of course, there was a 
Tig army of reporters and camera men to meet the dis- 
tinguishéd visitor, all of whom the pianist greeted very 
courteously, but I do not fancy they gathered very much 
personal matter, though the evening papers did come 
out with several columns. Altogether I found Paderew- 
ski a remarkably modest man, a charming travelins 
companion, and absolutely free from affectation of any 
kind whatever.

The Australian Colonies. 
IMPRESSIONS DURING A TOUR OF 
THE ISLAND CONTINENT. 

B a Special Contributor. 
HE colony in which I spent the most time and 
T found the greatest pleasure was the southern colony 
of Victoria. Its capital, Melbourne, is more like an 
‘American city than any other in Australia. The streets 
are broad and straight, laid out in chess-board fashion, 
and well suited to the splendid system of cable-tram 
traffic, the best and most costly in the world. These 
cars run through all the principal streets, communicat- 
ing with the suburbs, and are most delightful to ride in, 
friction being absolutely imperceptible. 

The architecture of the city is, for the most part, 
hardsome, though the height of some of the buildings— 
lots of twelve stories—strikes one as unsightly. The 
Parliament buildings are dignified-looking structures, 
made of white marble quarried in South Australia. Of 
the other buildings, the Exhibition Building, the Town 
Hall, and the Public Art Gallery—where one may spend 
many a profitable hour, among the carefully and discern- 
ingly-collected pictures and sculpture—deserve first men- 
tion. But I think the building which impressed me 
most in size and beauty was the Roman Catholic Cathe- 
dral, St. Patrick's.“ Leaving the city, we took train for 


Healaville, a popular mountain resort in the dividing 
range, from which many renowned water falls and 


mountain outlooks may be visited. We explored most 
of these falls in turn; some of them are of great height 
and volume, bui*in every case it was their surroundings 
which claimed most of my attention, and remain indel- 
ibly in my memory. Such a wonderful profusion of 
graceful ferns and grasses! Such a variety—in shape 
and color—of foliage! Beautiful tree ferns, 50 to 60 feet 
high, climbing sassafras, glossy wild olives, feathery ti 
trees—and always, in the background, grim, stately, the 
Australian red gum. ° 

The tallest trees in Australia grow in Victoria. OM- 
cers of the Survey Department some years ago took 
measurements of the tallest trees to be found, 
the greatest height of a living tree was 
found to be 330 feet. A prostrate tree nearly 350 feet in 
length, was discovered on the Blacks“ Spur,” one of the 
highest peaks in the dividing range, where is one of the 
most charming tourists’ inns I have had the good fortune 
to stay in. It is reached by a zig-zag course up ihe 
mountain by coach, a journey of about nine hours. An 
enjoyable ride, for the keen mountain air is most exhila- 
rating, and every turn in the zig-zag road opens up 
fresh vistas of beauty. Though late in the year, snow 
had fallen in the night, and the valleys were strewn 
with a soft, white carpet, and the great fronds of the tree 
ferns drooped beneath its weight. The rim which 80 
charmed me is called the “Hermitage.” Its proprietor, 
Mr. Lindt, is a man of striking personality. A German 
by birth, he has traveled widely, and studied mankind 
in all its aspects. He is the author of several books 
which have attracted a good deal of notice in scientific 
circles. He is also a musician of no mean order, and 
musicians from other countries rarely fail to visit him 


in his idyllic mountain home—the hobby of his declin-

Give a black 
‘man a blanket to sleep in on a cold night, he will barter 
it away in the morning for a few beads, incapable of 
realizing that tonight is coming and he will need it 
again. But I believe that this is a peculiarity of all 
primitive races, memory being the product of our later 
evolution. But it was in New South Wales that I came 
to understand the fascination of the “weird melancholy” 
of the Australian bush. In the blue mountain forests 
an inexplicable solemnity settles upon one. It is so 4i- 


eye can scan stretch the groves of gum trees—funerval 
sentinels—oblivious of the changing season. For here 
no trees are deciduous, no falling leaves emphasize the 
end of the dying year. 


The mountain scenery is grander, more rugged and 
massive, than that of Victoria. Here is the scene of all 
stirring bushranging tales. Every secretive-looking 
cave and black mountain gorge has its history. A fitting 
background, truly, for Starlight and his gang, and those 
indomitable men of whom we read in “Robbery Under 
Arms,” and other well-known Australian novels. Tie 
name of “Sydney,” the capital of this colony, calls up 
immediately a mental picture of the Sydney harbor. 
It seems impossible to think of one without the other. 
The harbor is, indeed, not overrated. It is a labyrinth 
of bays and channels. Often one seems to be steaming 
directly into one of the red cliffs which, decked with gor- 
geous wild flowers, rise straight from the water, when 
suddenly an opening comes into view and another iniet 
opens out for miles. As in many other Mediterranean 
towns, some of the older Sydney buildings overhang 
the sea. The city itself calls to mind a corner of Lon- 
don. It is a jumble of narrow, irregular streets with 
terribly congested traffic. The poverty here is abso- 
lutely appalling. I have been in the slum streets, and 
have seen whole families living In one room; children 
almost starving, and taught from their babyhood to steal 
for their living; heart-breaking examples of drunkcn- 
ness and crime. One asks in horror-stricken wonder 


how, in so young a country, such things have come to 
be! 


Within the last year or two, steam cars were used, 
but they have been superseded by the electric system. 
In public buildings, Sydney falls considerably behind 
Melbourne. But the Town Hall is not merely the largest 
in Australia, but one of the largest in the world. It has 
a magnificent vestibule, and is equipped with one of the 
largest organs ever built. I was told the largest, but 
have not verified the statement. 

Traveling farther north into the colony of Queens- 
land, you find yourself in the tropics again. This col- 
ony comprises about 4,000,000 acres of magnificent agri- 
cultural country—a space equal to Illinois and Missouri. 
Its capital, Brisbane, is a prosperous and well-managed 
city. But I am overstepping my. bounds of space, and 
have only room to mention Adelaide, which impressed, 
me as the cleanest city, and Perth, the capital of that 
great western territory (equal to one-fourth of Burope, 
including Britain and Ireland,) and known as the Golden 
West, from its wealth of gold mines. Perth is not coa- 
nected with the other capitals by rail, as they are with 


each other. A railway runs into the eastern desert for 


450 miles, terminating at Kalgoolie—a great gold mining 
town, but its connection with the most western the. 
other railways, so forming a great trans - continental 
railway, is a project of the future. 


My impression of the Australian character is that 
combines the English and American characteristics with- 
out the hyper-reserve of the former or the “brag” of the 
latter. Like the American, the Australian appears to 
have that all-round capacity which enables him, in the 
event of his own particular work failing, to turn his 
hand to something else. It seems to me that this trait 
is lacking in the typical Englishman. 


Often our traveling party consisted chiefly of sight- 
seers from other colonies, and it was amusing to notice 
the half-veiled spirit of controversy in which the various 
colonists drew comparisons, always to the aggrandize- 
ment of their own particular state. For the competition 
between them all is very great, and though, since the 
Australian Federation, in 1901, they are nominally one, 
it will be long before they are so in reality. Passing on 
to matters political, there are two Houses of Pariia- 
ment—the House of Representatives and the Senate. 
The members in the west are unpaid, in the other colo- 
nies they are paid £300 a year. Every man and every 
woman has a vote. The enfranchisement of women 
seems to have made no difference in the result of he 
voting, neither the purifying nor the disastrous effec‘s 
predicted by its friends and foes respectively having 
come to pass. 


Australian politics are the results of experiments. 
The country has made mistakes—and profited by them. 
But that there is a great future before this “mistress of 
the southern seas,” no one can for a moment doubt.

OTHING seems to operate to reduce the number of

| Department of the Missouri, embarked on the transport 
Grant. Horses and men parted at the Presidio the last 
week in June of that year, and did not meet again until 
the first week in August, at Taku, China. Indeed, all 
but two troops of the regiment had gone to Tien-tsin 
before the horses were landed. No one, who had never 
before witnessed such scenes, will forget what happened 
as those horses, that for a month had been on the water 
and standing still, unsteadily walked from the point of 
landing to where the two trobps of men were statiched. 
Those who know what close friends the good cavalry man 
and his horse are can well understand that these Yankee 
troopers, who had parted from their four-footed friends

and horse met—the former’s head on the latter’s shoul- 
der, With a pair of soldier arms about the animal's neck. 
I could not say that there were tears in the eyes of the 
borse, but I can say that there were tears in the eyes 
ofthe American cavalryman.

I recently met my former soldier comrade of 
. Lioyd G. Harris, a private in 

in 65, now a prominent St. 
Louis business man. He told me a story which 
he had been called upon to repeat several times 
by his little girl. It was about a horse in the 
First New Hampshire Battery. Just before the cam- 
paign which ended with the second battle of Bull Run, 
and the retreat to Washington begun, an order was is- 
sued to condemn such of the horses as were disabled or 
too old to do full duty in the coming contests. The bat- 
tefy had one very old horse that was a great favorite 
with all of the men. A board decided that Old Billy“ 
—that was his name—should be condemned and left 
when the brigade moved. The night before the troops 
were to move, every man in the battery patted Old 
Billy's neck, talked to him, and bade him a sorrowful 
farewell. Early the next morning the brigade started 
for Culpepper Courthouse. After it had been on the road 
an hour, Old Billy came up with the battery, and, though 
wearied and rather wobbly, nickered his delight at meet- 
ing his old friends. That noon, when the battery horse: 
were fed, a little toll was taken from the rations of a 
dozen horses, and Old Billy had a good feed. One of 
the men was instructed to take him to a field half a 
mile away and leave him, but when night came Old 
Billy was in camp; he had thrown rails from the fence, 
made his escape, and gone on after the marching army. 
Without any preconcerted action, there seemed to be en- 
acted a law on the part of the officers and men of the 
battery whereby Old Billy could have his sweet will; he 
could follow on or remain behind, but if he followed on, 
he should have enough to eat and receive proper care. 
That night the rations of a dozen other horses were re- 
duced just a little so that Old Billy had full rations. 
The old fellow seemed to renew his youth as the days 
passed. He was in no sense a skulker or a “coffee 
cooler.“ When the fighting began Old Billy was at the 
front with the battery. At Bull Run, when the firs’ 


horse was disabled, the harness was removed and put 
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upon Old Billy, and he took his place and did faithfuj 
service throughout the fight, until another horse was 


pleased. He pleased to follow the army to Washington, 
through the city and out into Maryland, to South Moun- 
tain and Antietam, all the time growing fatter and ap- 
parently happier. But when the army returned to Vir- 
ginia, after Antietam, Old Billy disappeared. The boys 
in the battery always suspected that someone had stolen 
him, and always hoped that the thief would be good to 


At that same battle of Bull Run a horse belonging o 
Lieut. Stewart of Battery B, Fourth Artillery, was struck 
by a cannon ball which carried away his tail and gouged 
out many pounds of his flesh. “Tartar’—that was this 
war horse’s name—had been with the battery a long 
time. He went with it to Salt Lake City in 1860, when 
the Mormon's needed looking after by a detachment 
of the United States army under Gen. Johnson, and 
naturally was a favorite, but everybody in Battery B 
could see that his days of usefulness were over. He was 
turned out, as it was supposed, to die, while the battery 
joined the army in a hurried retreat to Washington. 
While the brigade to which Battery B was attached was 
in camp near Hall's Hill, a few miles from Washington.

passing. A messenger was sent over to find out. Ile 
came back with the remark: “Something better than a

which they wish it to take, and is easily forced into 
the molds from which it comes in a perfect ‘brick’ weigh- 
ing one pound. That is, ordinarily its weight is sixteen 
ounces, but some retailers have call for twelve-ounce 
bricks which enables them to compete at a lower price 
with some other dealer who may be selling full sixteen- 
ounce bricks. 80 far as the packing-house is concerned. 
it always puts up full-weight sixteen-ounce bricks, ex- 
cepting on demand for the lighter weight. . 

“After the grading as to size and processing in the hot 
water the fruit is taken in smal] boxes holding perhaps 
twenty-five pounds of fruit to the tables of the packers. 
The packing is practically all done by girls, many of 
them becoming most dextrous and earning good wages, 
as it is practically all piece work, the ordinary workers 
often earning $1 a day, while the expert and nimt!e-fin- 
gered girl will sometimes earn as high as 62.50. 


“The fruit is first taken and with a small, short-bladed 
knife a short cut is made through the larger end of the 
fruit which enables the packer to flatten and bring the 
fruit into shape as would not be possible if it were not 
split. The larger and finer fruit is used for the making 
of bricks which are later placed first in a wrap of waxed 
paper and then in a most attractively printed carton. 
Some of the figs are packed in ten-pound boxes with 
some three or four layers to a box, these layers being the 
largest and finest figs. The cartons are also placed in a 
ten-pound box all of which are branded either six, four 
or three crown according to the grade of the fruit. 


“As the girls split the fruit it is laid in a pile until. 
enough for several boxes or bricks as the case may be, 
are prepared, when they are arranged in layers and 
packed much higher than the form or mold is. When 
filled or rather more thar filled, the girl passes the mold 
to the pressman, who brings pressure to bear and the 
figs are forced into a compact brick which later passes 
to the wrapping table, where with waxed paper and rib- 
bons they are given their final touch. 


“The lower grade and smaller fruit is often put ia 
twenty-five-pound boxes, and are sold in bulk, being 
more generally used for cooking purposes than for eat- 
ing from hand. 

“The total output of figs for the State will probably be 
this year between 2500 and 3000 tons.

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Lippia for Lawns. 


HAVE an inquiry as to the result of the trying-out 
of the Lippia canesens (repens) or fog fruit for 
_ lawns. The long, dry summers are indeed making this 
a pertinent question to farmers who cannot sprinkle 
their lawns, and can irrigate them only when the waier- 
turn comes around. As the season for the easy esiab- 
lishment of this plant is nearly at hand, it is well to 
state that the Lippia has justified itself as a lawn plant 
during the last year or two. It has been known to Cal- 
ifornia less than four years, being introduced by Dr. 
Franceschi in 1900. I have seen many fine coverings of 
this plant this season, subsisting upon all soils where 
tried and thriving with little water. It is not only a 
drouth resistant plant, but is not easily affected by ex- 
treme heat. It is closely akin to the lemon verbena, and 
derives its name from a French traveler named August 
Lippi, who first brought attention to the family over 
200 years ago. The Lippia may now be considered be 
yond the experimental point for yard earnings.

Deciduous Trees invaded. 


EPORTS are current of the faithful continuation of 

the work of the Scutellista. It has now made a 
deep impression upon the black scale of the peach and 
apricot orchards. In the extensive peach orchards of Dr. 
Densmore, near Long Beach, the fly is working marve!l- 
ously, promising by another year to have rendered un- 
necessary all artificial disinfection. Large sums of 
money have been spent in spraying this orchard annu- 
ally. This seems to be the first authentic account of the 
effective work of the Scutellista upon the scale of de- 
ciduous trees, though there is no reason to believe thai 
the fly should be less effective in one case than another. 
I have definite authority for the statement that the 
Seutellista have utterly wiped out the black scale from 
- the eighty-acre olive orchard of W. E. es at How- 
ard Summit. Two months ago but thr¢ were foun! 
in a half-day’s search in this orehard. every scaic 
contains a larvae, pupa or fly. Such reports as these 
make the heart of the orchardist to rejoice.

Cataling CI 
N answer to a city correspondent as to the value of he 
Catalina cherry for shade purposes, I will say that it 

has never been tried extensively, as far as I can learn. 
But it is one of the most beautiful and promising of our 
foliage plants. There is so little difference between the 
Catalina variety and the mountain evergreen cherry 30 
prevalent upon Mt. Wilson that a botanist could 
only determine it. The latter is Prunus ilicifolia, the 
island variety P. ilicifolila integrifolia. The tree grows 
sometimes to 30 feet high, with a dense crown of holly- 
like leaves so beautiful that perhaps nothing in the plant 
line exceeds it for glossy green of unvarying consistency 
and attractiveness. A number of planta of the moun- 
tain type have been set out here during the last year 
but have not had time to develop into the splendid 
crowns so often seen in the San Gabriel range. The Cat- 
alina variety has been planted extensively upon the hill- 
sides at the forestry experiment station at Santa Mon- 
ica. 


The Apple Crop. 

OW in the midst of the marketing season for apples 

the crop is not at all promising. In fact the hot 
weather and the depredations of insects have been un- 
usually discouraging, so much so that in popular belief 
the crop this season is an entire failure. But such is not 
the case, however severe the ravages of weather and in- 
sects may have been in a large majority of cases. Tak- 
ing five of the principal causes of loss, Mr. Frederick 
Maskew of Long Beach has furnished the Horticultural 
Commission a valuable report upon three good orchards, 
one each at Compton, Downey and Cerritos. It shows 
the percentage of damage done in each of these orchards 
for two years from the codling moth, stem-ender, punc- 
ture, leaf-folder and fungus, 100 apples being examined 
in each case for results. It is but fair to say that these 
orchards are of the best class and have been well cared 
for throughout the year. Most of the crops would aot

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Observing Blight. 


R. J. ALLEN OSMUN of the Venturilia Ranch, RL 

vera, has published his season’s observations upon 
the walnut disease. They show that this promineat 
walnut grower has his eyes open, and, while he states 
that he can arrive at no conclusions that will hold water, 
it is from such that valuable conclusions may come. A 
great many nuts look as if they had been stung by an 
insect. No damage to the new growth is noticed this 
season, yet that was the most prominent feature of the 
attack last year. The nuts that have fallen this year 
show disease at the flower end. There is a uniformity 
in the size of the fruits dropped by a particular tree, 
under some trees the droppings being all small, under 
other trees. Trees having had an abundance of cat- 
kins hold the fruits with scarcely any loss. Trees upon 
the same soil, of the same degree of health, of same age 


and cultivation, are affected differently. Dr. Osmun ar- 
rives at one conclusion which I think is valuable, Le.,

POULTRY. 
Inbreeding of Fowls. 


QUERY from California induces me to treat of 


the matter of consanguineous or closely related mat- 
ings. Such are apt to be made occasionally by capable 
line breeders, who often claim they do no harm. The 
querist’s question is thus stated at its shortest: If a 
man has 400 fowls and breeds only from the best (pre- 
sumably by selection through trap nest records or by 
observation,) but without any attention to relationships 
in matings, can he produce a flock of heavy layers? My 
general answer is that he cannot. My reasons are: 
Fowls properly fed lay according to digestive capacity. 
That is, according to vigor and health, to proper heri- 
tage and proper rearing. Fowls, as humans, have latent 
defects, and such defects are likely to be emphasized 


when two are mated of close relationship. If you do 


not know relationships you can never trace your 
troubles. Of course, the more fowls the lower the per- 
centage of consanguineous matings. That is, at least, 
likely. But it does not help much. For in a few years 
you would not know where you were at. In humans, the 
laws as to consanguinity are almost too old for their 
sources to be discovered, but it is quite certain that man 
early discovered that nature punished consanguinity 
with a speed and a certainty that brooked no defiance. 
And the data are to humans long ago a matter of feel- 
Ing rather than of knowledge. Everything points to 
analogous effects with fowls. But to drop this aspect 
out entirely, consanguinity of matings does impair vi- 
tality, especially in indueing predisposition to tuber- 
culosis. 


The question as between systematic and judicious line 
breeding without any fresh blood, and crossing strains 
by frequent fresh blood, remains a moot point. Conceiv- 
ably, the usual defeets in vitality of line-bred fowls may 
be due to unnecessary faults in the system of line breed- 
ing. It seems that some people can keep fowls many 
years without new blood and without sensible devitali- 
zation, but most people don't manage that way.—[{Poul- 
try Journal. .

WHAT THE SIAMESE EAT. | 

Siamese food principally consists of dried, frequently. 
rotted fish, and rice, done into curries which comprise 
a little of about every kind of condiment, and especially 
a very popular sauce called namphrik, a chutney-iike 
and thoroughly mixed thing made of red pepper, shrimp, 
garlic, onions, citron, ginger and tamarind seeds.

TRICKS OF THE MULE DEER. 


One of the venerable tricks of the mule deer of this 


country is retiring Into the heavy cover very early in 
the morning and remaining there during the whole of 
the day. During the full of the moon, when they are 
on foot most of the night and well fed before daylight, 
they are so certain to do this that it is almost useless 
to hunt. Especially is this so in the early part of the 
summer. There ig little trowble in finding fresh tracks 
at daylight, ing, too, in a manner that shows the 
deer are on the point of lying down for the day. Yet 
the more certain you become that they cannot be more 
than a few hundred feet away the more you are over- 
come with wonder at your inability to see one or even 
hear one run. If patient enough to work out a single 
track you may possibiy start a deer just near enough 
to see or hear, but not near enough to see long enough 


for a shot. I have had them almost throw the dus‘ 
in my face their plunging hoofs, yet could see no 
hair long enough to make sure of getting the rifle sights 
upon it. But even seeing one in this way is the rare 
exception; for the deer, instead of waiting until they 
are certain you see them, more often sneak off with 


lowered head, so that while you ar» 
wondering where they are, they may be'but a few yards 
away, knowing they are perfectly safe.
